- Non omnia poſſumus omnes, though the 
ſaying of a poet, is a very juſt and true 
one. I ſhall not therefore take upon 
me to treat of the various defects which 
feem ſo much to require a remedy ; but 


ſhall confine myſelf to one branch, in 


which, from my ſituation in life, I may 
have had occaſion to acquire the beſt 
information. 


I would then, Sir, through the chan- 
nel of your. extenſive paper, humbly 
offer, to the conſideration of our legiſla- 
ture, a few thoughts with regard to thoſe 
inſurrections of the ſailors, which, for 
ſome days paſt, have been ſo alarming. 
For what indeed can be more alarming, 
in this great maritime nation, than to 
ſee a diſcontent among thoſe very brave 
fellows, by whoſe labour and reſolution 
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Great Britain carries her commerce to 


the moſt diſtant regions, and maintains 


the empire of the ocean. 
Old proverbs are the aphoriſms of 
ſtrong ſenſe and obſervation : that /azlors 


get their money like horſes, and ſpend it like 


aſſes, is one of them; and its juſtice 
muſt be acknowledged by all who are 
acquainted with that race of men. It is 
alſo certain, that none are leſs avaricious 
than our | honeſt tars; nor have they, 
in reality, any reaſon to be diſcontented. 
Each common ſailor has at leaſt five 
and twenty ſhillings a month; over and 
above which he has his victuals and 
drink, and that in great abundance. 
There is no ſuch thing as ſtinting aboard 
a ſhip, unleſs when reduced to difficul- 
ties by ſtormy weather. The crew have 

their 


„ 
their three meals a day regularly, and 
if they ſnould be hungry between meals, 
there is always a biſcuit, and a luncheon 


of ſomething cold to be had. A ſea- 


man's cloaths do not coſt him much; 
ſo that when all things are conſidered, 
he is very well off. I am therefore 


perſuaded, that their preſent demand to 
have their wages raiſed is the mere 
wanton effect of idleneſs, which, accord- 


ing to another old proverb, is the Devil's 
cuſhion. I ſay idleneſs; becauſe, Sir, 
I do maintain that there are at preſent a 
very great number of ſailors thrown idle, 
All who are concerned in mercantile 
affairs, know that what 1s: called the 
along-ſhore trade of the Britiſh up the 
Mediterranean, has of late years been 
extremely diminiſned. And what has 
this been owing to? Why, to the in- 

| credible 
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eredible number of Britiſn paſſports 
which have been granted to the Genoeſe. 


This has been loudly cemplained of 


by all our traders to the Mediterranean 
coaſts, and eyen by our traders to Liſbon: 


but all in vain. A cunning Genoeſe, 


a deceitful Ligurian, ſhall get a fellow 
in, Gibraltar, or in Port Mahon, Who is 
not worth; a groat, to take the name of 
being proprietor of a veſſel, and then, 
as all the inhabitants of Gibraltar and 


Minorca, are reckoned Britiſn ſubjects, 


one of our paſſes is procured, and pro- 
ſtituted to, ſerve the gainful purpoſes 


known ſtab an Engliſh ſailor in the back 


hatred which theſe ſlaves bear to our 
free people. It is true, that the ſpirited 
conduct of our conſuls may ſometimes

prevent the effects of theſe vile abuſes: 
and Imyſelf have ſeen Mr. (now Sir John) 
Dick, the Britiſh' conſul at Leghorn, 
more than once come down to the key, 
and make the crews of theſe fictitious 
veſſels turn out; and, when he found 
them to be Genoeſe, without more ado 
take their paſſports from them. But 
while ſuch a practice of granting thele 
paſſports is generally permitted, our trade 
muſt ſuffer conſiderably. 2 
n this one branch, the number of 
| our veſſels, which was formerly above 
1 five hundred, is dwindled down to about 
fifty. By this alone we may reckon at 
| leaſt five thouſand ſeamen are thrown out 
of employment: and theſe, running idly 
| about, muſt ſoon become very de- 
bauched; and when they are ſo, they 
will debauch a great many of their 
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1 
companions; and when they are thus 
thrown looſe; they will ſoon find griev- 
ances enough to make a noſe. I there- 
fore moſt ſincerely wiſh, that our rulers 


would take proper meaſures to hinder 


the granting of Britiſh-paſſports to the 
Genoeſe: In which caſe, numbers of 
the ſeamen, who, with excellent inten- 
tions, and brave hearts, are now, from 
an abſolute want of employment, diſ- 
turbing the peace, will then be engaged 
in more uſeful exertions of their high 
ſpirits, while the cowardly Genoeſe, when 


left to themſelves, will be perpetually 


taken by the Corſican cruizers. And, 
ſince I have mentioned the Corſicans, I 
would be ſo bold as to aſk thoſe at the 
helm of our affairs, why we purſue 
ſuch meaſures with regard to that people. 
To ſay nothing of the noble motives 

which

which ſhould lead us actually to aſſiſt a 
brave nation fighting for liberty, I 
would be glad to know upon what 
principle of ſound policy we are prohi- 
bited to hive any intercourſe with them ? 
Is not trade the great object of this 
nation, and ſhould we not embrace every 
opportunity of extending it? So early 
as the reign of Henry the ſecond, Eng- 
land was glad to ſettle a trade with the 


Mahometan king of Valencia and Mur- 
cia, and our then ſovereign did every 
thing in his power to forward it; upon 
which my lord Lyttelton, that maſterly 
hiſtorian, makes this very juſt reflection : 
the wiſdom of that prince would na- 
turally teach him, that a treaty of com- 
merce, which might open to his people 
any new ſource of wealth, was equiva- 
| lent to a conqueſt.” I am not now go- 
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ing to enlarge on the advantages of | 
opening a trade with Corſica ; but when. f 
we ſee and ferl what diſadyantages we | 
ſuffer from not doing it, one ſhould 

think that a proclamation, iſſued at a 

time when the real ſituation of Corſica 

was unknown, would now, without he- 

ſitation, be recalled. ; 114. 
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IN the name of Heaven, what are our 
great men about? Have we no mi- 
niſtry, no government, but what relates 
to libels and riots, and changing of 
places from one ſervile profligate hand 
to another? Whatever they may fancy in 
their golden drèeams of power and prero- 
gative, a much more important object 
than any of theſe demands all their at- 
tention, and requires abilities, J doubt, 
ſuperiour to any they have yet ſnewn 
themſelves — of.

I was in hopes that the report was with- 
out foundation. It could not enter into 
my head, that ſo great a body of men as 
the Engliſh merchaits, ſenſible enough 
to their own intereſts, would have re- 
mained ſilent upon an occaſion in which 
[ their intereſts are immediately con- 
1 cerned; or that a body, ſo reſpectable 
for their wealth and importance to the 
community, would have had no influ- 
ence on our councils.

If they have learned any {kill vin 
geography, commerce or navigation,
